There are two 
crimes next to treason, that of making 
a counterfeit dollar and making whis­ 
key.

William G. Livingston Is Awarded a 
. Verdict In 
His Slander 
Proceeding. 


THE JURY ALLOWS HIM $125. 


Bradford’s Counsel Will Ask for a 
New Trial—Verdict C reates 
No Surprise. 


William G. Livingston 
was this 
morning awarded a verdict of $125 in 
his 110,000 damage suit brought against 
W alter T. Bradford, cashier of the 
Commercial State bank, of St. Joseph, 
for slander. The verdict was rendered 
by a jury in the circuit court. 


Although it is generally conceded to 
be a small verdict Livingston’s counsel 
consider that it means a complete vin­ 
dication of their client and that the at­ 
tempt to show that Livingston’s char­ 
acter was crooked is utterly without 
significance. 


The jury retired at 10 o’clock this 
morning and at 11:30 they had agreed 
upon a verdict. After the foreman an­ 
nounced the result of their delibera­ 
tion N. A. Hamilton, counsel for Brad­ 
ford, insisted on having the jury polled. 
The request was adhered to and as the 
clerk called the name of each juror the 
invariable response was “yes,” making 
the verdict of $125 unanimous. 


On request of his counsel the defend­ 
ant was granted 30 davs to file a mo­ 
tion for a new trial and in case such a 
motion was overruled 60 days to pre­ 
pare and file a bill of exceptions was 
granted. 
Th* Coom Chart«. 


Judge Coolidge charged the jury 
this morning and in part said: “In 
this case if the dei>onent charged the 
laintitT with theft in the presence of 
Ir. Clark in good faith, believing the 
plaintitY to be guilty, without malice 
and for justifiable ends, he is not liable 
in this action although the plaintifi' 
may be entirely incorrect. This com­ 
plaint made by the defendant was made 
under such circumstances that it was 
privileged unless made maliciously. 
He made it to a person who had a right 
to know his suspicions. 


“The question before you is simplv 
whether he made it in good faith with 
a good purpose or contrariwise. If he 
did it wantonly, and with ill will or 
hatred against the plaintiff then the 
defendant cannot claim a privileged 
communication as a defense In this 
case. In this case no malice can be 
implied from the words. You are to 
determine therefrom whether the de­ 
fendant uttered the words with a de­ 
sign to recklessly or wantonly injure 
the plaintiff. If you find that there 
was malice in fact you can find for the 
Slaintiff; if not you must find for the 
efendant. It is Immaterial whether 
the defendant acted rightfully 
or 
wrongfully in placing money in a posi­ 
tion where the plaintiff would have an 
opportunity to take it for the purpose 
of testing the plaintiff’s honesty. If 
the defendant made a false accusation 
against the plaintiff for the purpose of 
getting the defendant discharged from 
his employment, it might be regarded 
as a malicious act. 


“If you find for plaintiff you will 
award him a reasonable compensation 
for the injury done. This Involves the 
disgrace to the plaintiff and the injury 
to his feelings.” 
Th«Couusel TalK. 


The counsel began on their addresses 
to the jury about 4 o’clock yesterday 
afteruoou. 
H. W. Davis opened the 
arguments for the prosecution. He 
appealed to the jury on the line that 
Livingston’s character had been ru­ 
ined, and that it was • a loss to him 
which money could scarcely compen­ 
sate. 


Following Mr. Davis came the plea 
of N. A. Hamilton. He suggested that 
Livingston’s character was consider­ 
ably warped before he was discharged 
from the employ of the banking insti­ 
tution. “Taking the testimony of the 
boy’s fother,” said Mr. Hamilton, “we 
have in it an acknowledgement that 
Livingston was inclined to be wild. 
His father said he bad not reared his 
son in a glass cage; that he had cau­ 
tioned him against gambling. A boy 
that will gamble for money as has 
been proven against Livingston is a 
gambler. The evidence shows that 
Livingston was in the habit of gamb­ 
ling. The familiarity he exhibited re­ 
garding the .value of poker “hands” 
when questioned on the witness stand 
indicated he was not a novice at the 
game 


“There is time for the boy to re­ 
form, ” continued Mr. Hamilton, “and 
his experience in 
court here mav 
prove a lesson to him. 
In intimating 
to the bov that he had stolen money 
from the bank Mr. Bradford demon­ 
strated no ill will. 
He closely con­ 
cealed the matter and told it only to the 
boy’s father. 
The boy knows he uid

LACK OF HARMONY AMONG 80L0N9.

Lanilnff, Mich., June 1.—The biennial 
■esslon of the legislature of Michigan 
adjourned without day at noon yester­ 
day. It was just six days less than five 
months In length and was characterlied 
by the lack of harmony which existed 
between it and the chief executive of 
the state. This hostility was manifest* 
ed at the outset, and although the mem­ 
bers of the lower house fell more in line 
with the governor and his legislative 
programme as the session advanced, the 
breach between Governor Plngree and 
the senate was, if anything, wider at 
the close of the session than at the be­ 
ginning. The result of this lack of har­ 
mony was that fewer bills of general 
public Importance were passed this year 
than for many previous sessions. 
It 
if true, too, that this situation contrib­ 
uted to the fact that fewer bills, all told, 
were passed than for a number of years, 
jealousies leading to the slaughter of a 
large number. 


In the compilation given below great 
care has been taken to Include all bills 
in which the general public will have 
any interest whatever. In fact there 
have been omitted from the compilation 
very few bills of even trilling local Im­ 
portance. and It Is believed that the 
compilation gives an Idea of all the leg­ 
islation enacted. These bills have, as far 
as possible, been grouped under twenty- 
six heads, so that the reader may turn 
readily to any subject in which he may 
be Interested and ascertain at a glance 
if any change has been made in the law 
relating to it. 


Owing to the great variety of topics 
covered by the sum total pt bills passed, 
it has been impossible to include many 
of them under any of the twenty-six 
heads. 
For this reason it has been 
found necessary to group them under 
the miscellaneous heads, giving the title 
of each. 


Inasmuch as the governor has flve 
days after the adjournment of the leg­ 
islature in which to either approve or 
pocket veto bills passed during the clos­ 
ing hours, that official will not complete 
the work of examining all the bills un­ 
til late In the week. It has, therefore, 
been deemed expedient to append a list 
of the bills remaining In his hands at 
this date, and mention the few that It 
is deemed probable that he will veto. 


It has also been deemed proper to 
give liberal extracts from some of the 
bills of greater importance, and to give 
others in full.

All along the banks of ().\ Creek are 
places Whore the water oozes out of 
the grouiul in little streams but no 
spring was found with a stronir steady 
How indicating it to be the outlet of 
a reservoir of any great eapacity. Of 
course, the committee acknowledges, 
a test of some of these small sprinjis 
might develop a greater water ^llI)ply 
than apjHiars to exist from a cursorv 
ftxamlnation like that made by tht 
committee.

water. The plan provide.^ for a snuili 
reservoir or in-take well at the water 
works station. The estimated cost of 
this plan is $5,000. The screens at the 
dam, it ih ligured, would protect the 
water from being contaminated l>y ani­ 
mal life and it could be used without 
filtering, a filtering jdant being one of 
the expensive necessities in case water 
was taken from the l*aw Paw river or 
Ox Creek. The (piality of iOastman 
Springs water is too extensively known 
to require any connnent in its favor. 


Another plan suggested by those 
who have 
been investigating

matter, is to dam Ox creek at a ix)int 
far enough a'x>ve the city to escape the 
sewerage turned into the stream from 
the city. The main objections to this 
plan are the expense of building a dam 
on account of the immediate low land, 
and the probable necessity of a filter- 
inc plant. 
. The various suggestions of the mem­ 
bers of the board of public works will 
be discussed at a meeting of that body 
tonight.

Tht text of the beet sugar bounty bill, 
which has occafioned so much discus­ 
sion throughout the state, is as follows: 
An act to provide for the encourage­ 
ment of the manufacture of beet sugar 
and to provide a compensation therefor 
and to make an appropriation therefor. 


Section 1. The people of the state of 
Michigan enact. That there shall be paid 
out of the state treasury to any person, 
firm or corporation engaged in the man­ 
ufacture in the state of Michigan of 
sugar from sugar beets grown in the 
state of Michigan, 1 cent per pound up­ 
on each and every pound of sugar .so 
maufactured under the conditions and 
restrictions hereinafter provided. 


Sec. 2. Ko money shall be paid for 
sugar so manufactured unless such su­ 
gar shall have been so manufactured in 
this state and from beets grown In the 
state of Michigan, and unless such su­ 
gar shall contain at least 90 per cent, 
crystallized sugar, and the m anufactur­ 
er shall produce good and sufliclent re­ 
ceipts and vouchers to show that at least 
$4 per tor of 2.i'00 pounds has actually 
been paid for all beets purchased con­ 
taining 12 per cent, of sugar, said 12 per 
cent, being the basis for valuation of 
the purchase price of Î4 per ton. 
The 
quantity and 
quality of 
sugar upon 
which all of said bounty is claimed shall 
be d<*tt*nnlned by the commissioner of 
the state 
land 
ofllce with whom all 
clnimants shall from time to time file 
verified statement? showing the quan­ 
tity and quality of sugar so manufac- 
tuied by them, the price paid the pro- 
duc»*r for the beets actually produced 
In this state, upon which said bounty is 
claimed. 


Sec. 3. The persons, firms or corpora­ 
tions fo Intending to engage in the man­ 
ufacture of beet sugar in this state shall, 
before commencing the same, file 
a 
statement with the commissioner of the 
siatt* land ofllce setting forth their pro­ 
posed undertaking, the capacity of their 
factory, the number of tons of beets 
they intend to manufacture per annum, 
and request said commissioner of the 
state land ofllce to appoint a suitable 
W elshm an and Inspector as hereinafter 
provided. 


See. 4. It shall be the duty of the 
commissioner of the state land ofllce to 
appoint a resident welghman and in­ 
spector and such as.slstants as may be 
recesnary in each town where It shall 
01 »pear to him from the application of 
the persons, firms or corporations so en­ 
gaged or intending 
to engage in the 
manufacture of beet sugar, that such 
welghman and inspector is needed, and 
in all cases where the output of persons, 
firms and corporations, engaged In the 
manufacture of beet sugar In this state 
shall aggregate or exceed 2.000 pounds 
per day. and such welghman and In­ 
spector shall weigh ail beets received by 
such persons, firms or corporations en­ 
gaged in the manufacture of beet su­ 
gar. and keep an acurate account of the 
same with each and every purchaser of 
sugar beets and make etich examination 
and test as to the quantity and quality 
of the sugar so manufactured as he may 
deem proper In arriving at the standard 
of sugar in each town, so manufactured 
by such persons, firms or corporations. 
The sugar thus manufactured shall un­ 
der the direction of said welghman and 
Inspector be placed in original packages 
which shall be examined, weighed and 
branded by him by a suitable brand 
showing the quantity and quality 
in 
each of said packages of which an ac­ 
curate account shall be by him filed In 
the office of the commissioner of the 
state îand office. 


Sec. 5. The compensation and fees for 
such services, above provided for to ba 
performed by said welghman and in 
spector and assistants shall not exceed 
% of 1 cent per pound for the beet su­ 
gar so examined, weighed and branded 
by him, nor shall they receive to exceed 
the sum of $3 per day for any one day's 
service 
actually 
performed 
as such 
welghman and inspector or assistant. 
He shall give a bond with good and suf­ 
ficient sureties in the sum of not less 
than $2,000 to the state of Michigan, con­ 
tingent upon the faithful performance 
of his duties, said bond to be approved 
by the secretary of state: and he shall 
also take, subscribe and file In the office 
of the secretary of state the constitu­ 
tional oath of ofllce. The said fees of 
compensation together with the cost of 
said brand and all analysis that the said 
welghman and Inspector ^ a ll be re 
q u ir^ to make, shall be borne and paid 
by the persons, firms or corporations 
elaimant of said money; the said weigh- 
man and inspector shall perform all du­ 
ties pertaining to his position In an Im­ 
partial manner, and shall furnish and 
file with the conimlasloner of the state 
land ofüce also with the manufacturer 
of said beet sugar a monthly statement 
Indupllcateofall sugar so manufacturée 
by said person, firm or corporation. The 
said welghman and inspector shall, up 
on receipt of beets at such manufactory 
«elect such samples of beets as he deems 
fair and equitable, and shall keep an ac 
curate record of the gross weight of said 
samples, and shall estimate the per cent 
of said gross weight to be deducted 
therefrom at a reasonable and fair al 
lowance for dirt and dockage, and he 
shall also test or cause to be tested, said 
samples to ascertain the true per cent 
of sugar they contain, and make a rec 
ord of the same. All beets from which 
samples have 
been 
taken 
shall be 
promptly weighed, and an accurate rec 
ord of the gross weights of the same 
shall be kept, also of the number of 
poands to be deducted for dirt and dock 
age of the samples, and also of the 
pounds net weight so obtained, and said 
net weight and the per cent, of sugar as 
determined by the test of the samples 
shall be the basis of settlement between 
the buyer and seller, and In order to ob­ 
tain the bounty provided by this act tb# 
buyer muat pay at.
